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Tustin Owes Decision 


Tustin will have to enter one of two junior college 
‘districts sooner or later. 

Tustin’s withdrawal from, the proposed Central Dis- 
trict with Orange and Santa Ana has hindered oper- 
ations for the re-districting program, which is designed 
to include the entire county in three new enlarged dis- 
tricts using the facilities of Orange County’s three 
junior colleges. 

Opponents of the Central District proposal contend 
that Tustin would have to pay more taxes and would 
have unequal representation on the trustee board. They 
feel Tustin should wait and DORRIDLY create its own junior 
college district. 

However, it is unlikely that Tustin in 10 years could 
form a junior college district of its own. To start afresh, 
a district must have the approval of the State and-at 
least $250 million of assessed valuation. 

Tustin currently has about $37 million of assessed 
valuation. 

At the present time Tustin residents are taxed 44.7 
cents to support junior colleges, while residents inside 
an existing district are paying 35 cents for operation. For 
residents inside an existing district 35 cents is the limit, 
for those outside a district, there is no limit and the 
total increases each year. 

Tustin residents, and all others outside a JC dis- 
trict, may expect to pay about a 50 cent tax next year. 

Trustees for the new proposed Central District would 
be selected by geographical location. The Tustin, Orange 
and Santa Ana areas would have equal representation on 
the governing board whereas Tustin now is paying taxes 
without a voice in the operation of the junior college. 

The geographic trustee plan is used by the present 
Orange Coast College district which includes Costa Mesa, 
Huntington Beach and Newport. 

It has been 15 months now since the independent 
Allen-Briscoe report came out urging a re-districting for 
the county to cope with predicted doubling of enroll- 
ment by 1965, tripling by 1970 and a six-fold increase bv 
1980. 

It would be advantageous if Tustin officials would 
decide to join this move, as recommended in the report, 
thus allowing both the Central and Coastal districts to 
start down the road to expansion.

Conference May Ban 


‘Aged’ Out-of-Staters

It looks like the hallowed 
Eastern Conference is going 
to hand down to the ath- 
letic departments another 
decree. 


Twenty - one - year-olds. 
who had the misfortune to 
be born out of state, are de- 
fendants as the Eastern 
Conference jury is out. The 
question that must be answered 
by the rulers of the conference is 
this: Should out-of-state athletes 
over 21 years of age be allowed 
to compete in athletics? 

On what grounds is the pros- 
ecution resting its case? It is felt 


by some in the conference that 
there is too much recruiting of 
out-of-state athletes. This rule is 
designed to eliminate this, de- 
emphasizing athletics in the 
Eastern Conference. 

Santa Ana head football coach 
Homer Beatty denies that all this 
out-of-state recruiting is used. 
“We-don’t recruit out-of-state 
and I don’t know of anyone in 
the conference that does,” said 
Beatty. 

Beatty asserts that all the 
coaches in the Santa Ana ath- 
letic department, as well as the 
administration, are against the 
proposed rule. 

One of the main objections, 
said Beatty, is that the measure 
ealls for a retro-active ruling 
going back to the beginning of 
this current term. “There is no 
precedent for such a retro-active 


law,” said the Don coach. 


There were other and more | 


important fallacies of the law 
that. Beatty pointed out. Some of 
the basic rights that everyone is 
guaranteed are denied by such 
prejudiced legislation. 


Athletes help pay for the 
facilities through taxes and stu- 


dent body fees, so athletes should ‘ 


be able to use the facilities if 
scholastically eligible. There is al- 
ready. a rule. that forces the out- 
of-state athletes to sit out a se- 


mester before becoming eligible — 


for inter-collegiate sports. - 


If out-of-staters over 21 are 
ruled out of athletics, they should 
also be ruled out of student gov- 
ernment, drama and other such 
extra-curricular activities. Such 
a ruling shouldn’t discriminate as 
to who it affects.
